Production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  during  May  was  estimated  at 
6]^5[i70,OCO  gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  was  up  3 percent  from  May 
last  year  and  10  percent  from  the  1953-p7  average  for  the  month.  The  May  output  this 
m.onth  was  the  second  largest  on  record  for  the  month,  being  exceeded  only  in  19ij-6, 

Ice  cream  production  rose  13  percent  from  April  to  May  this  year.  The  seasonal 
increase  'nas  12  percent  at  this  time  last  year  and  was  16  percent  between  the  average 
of  these  months  in  the  5-year  period.  Temperatures  in  May  averaged  warmer  than 
normal  generally  in  most  sections  of  the  country  eastward  from  the  upper  Mississippi 
Valley  and  the  southern  Rocky  Mountain  aipa,  and  on  the  California  Coast,  They  x\rere 
cooler  in  the  remainder  of  the  West  and  in  the  northern  Great  Plains, 

Changes  in  production  from  May  1958  by  regions  were  mixed,  but  the  increases 
occurred  in  the  largest  producing  areas.  Increases  in  all  Worth  Atlantic  States  ex- 
cept Connecticut  gave  that  region  a 9-percont  larger  output.  Gains  of  5 and  15  per- 
cent, respectively,  were  shown  for  2few  York  and  Pennsylvania,  ^^nduction  xiras.l  per- 
cent larger  in  the  East  Worth  Central  Region  in  spite  of  decrea^s^^'^J’fo^uction  Ms^* 

7 percent  larger  in  the  South  Atlantic  area,  where  gains  were  indicated  for  most 
states.  An  increase  of  5 percent  occurred  in  the  South  Central  Region,  Output  was 
down  2 percent  in  the  West  North  Central  section,  xfith  gains  reported  only  for 
Missoijiri  and  Nebraska,  Losses  in  all  Mountain  States  gave  the  region  a )4.-percent 
smaller  output.  In  the  Pacific  States,  decreases  in  Oregon  and  California  exceeded 
the  gain  in  Washington  by  6 percent.  Ice  cream  production  in  California  during  May 
xiras  3 percent  below  the  same  month  last  year. 

Ice  cream  production  this  May  was  above  the  1953-57  axrerage  for  the  month  in  all 
regions  oxcopt  the  West  Worth  Central,  where  it  XAras  6 percent  smaller.  All  states  in 
this  region  shoxjed  decreases  except  Minnesota,  New  York's  output  was  up  10  percent 
from  the  May  average  and  an  increase  of  11  percent  x/iras  reported  for  Pennsylvania. 
Gains  xiere  shown  for  all  other  North  Atlantic  States  and  production  for  the  region  as 
a x-rhole  X'Tas  ll|  percent  above  average.  Output  xjas  also  up  lli  percent  in  the  Mountain 
States,  13  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic,  11  percent  in  the  East  North  Central,  7 
percent  in  the  Pacific,  and  6 percent  in  the  South  Central.  California’s  output  w"as 

8 percent  above  average  this  Hay,

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ICE  MILK  PRODUCTION- 


United  States  production  of  ice  nilk  in  May  was  estiraated  at  11^ 590^000  gallons: 
3 percent  under  May  a year  earlier,  but  23  percent  above  the  1953-57  average  for  the 
month.  During  the  first  5 months  of  1959,  however,  ice  milk  production  was  up  3 per- 
cent from  the  January  - May  total  a year  earlier  and  was  25  percent  larger  than  the 
5-year  average  for  the  period. 

Sharp  decreases  in  ice  milk  production  from  May  1958  in  the  East  North  Central 
States  and  the  Mest  more  than  offset  moderate  gains  in  all  the  other  regions. 

Compared  with  April,  the  advance  in  ice  milk  production  was  22  percent  this 
year,  compared  with  a seasonal  rise  of  29  percent  at  this  time  last ’year  and  a gain 
of  27  percent  between  the  5-year  averages  for  these  m.onths.  Advances  from  the 
previous  month  were  shown  in  all  regions  this  season.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 


Sherbet  production  during  May,  estimated  at  I;, 215,000  gallons,  was  up  1 percent 
from  the  same  month  last  year  and  8 percent  from  the  1953-57  May  average.  Cumulative 
sherbet  production  from  January  through  May  was  U percent  larger  than  the  5-month 
total  in  1958  and  was  13  percent  above  the  1953-57  average  for  the  period. 

Compared  with  May  1958,  sherbet  production  was  larger  in  the  North  A.tl.antic, 

East  and  West  North  Central,  and  South  Central  Regions.  The  total  United  States 
production  increase  xiras  30  percent  from  April  to  May,  compared  xrith  an  advance  of  32 
percent  at  this  time  in  1958.  Seasonal  gains  occurred  in  all  regions  except  the 
Mountain  and  Pacific.

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"^fflLLORBIE-TYPE"  FROZEN  DESSERTS  PRODUCTION 


May  production  of  Hellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils 
other  than  milk-fat  was  estimated  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  at  U, 3^0,000  gallons  - 
a nevr  high  for  the  month  since  records  began  in  1952.  The  Hay  output  this  year  was 
3 pei-cent  larger  than  for  the  same  month  last  year  and  was  52  percent  above  the  1953- 
5?  average  for  the  month.  During  the  first  5 months  of  1959,  Hellorine  production 
was  up  8 percent  from  the  January  - May  total  last  year  and  was  52  percent  larger 
than  the  5-year  average  for  the  period. 

Increases  in  Mellorine  production  from  May  1958  occurred  in  all  important 
He].lorine -producing  states  except  Oklahoma,  where  output  was  down  moderately,  and 
California,  where  no  change  was  reported,  Illinois  and  Texas  showed  moderate  gains 
from  a year  earlier,  while  sharp  increases  were  indicated  for  Missouri,  South 
Carolina,  Alabama,  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  and  Montana. 

Total  United  States  Mellorine  production  advanced  18  percent  from  April  to  May 
this  year.  The  seasonal  rise  was  25  percent  at  this  time  last  year  and  was  19  per- 
cent between  the  1953-5?  averages  for  these  months.
